Larger units can be custom designed to owner’s 
specifications. 


Aquarobic modular wastewater treatment plants are 
designed as a "building block" system. A treatment tank, 
sized to meet the daily hydraulic demand proportional to 
the plant size, is the basic module. Separate filtering, 
disinfecting, and sludge handling modules are added as 
needed. For industrial, institutional, and restaurant 
applications established design guidelines are generally 
followed. 


Any of the plants may be buried such that only the access 
hatches and electrical control panels are visible in order to 
maintain the aesthetic appearance of the site. 


Basic design parameters for Aquarobic treatment plants are 
the following: 


¢ 100 gallons per person per day or 400 gallons 
per residence (when using standard flush 
toilets); 

¢ 2000 cubic feet of air per pound of BOD5 and 
an estimated 0.17lbs. of BOD5 per person per 
day; and, 

e three hours of uninterrupted settling prior to 


discharge. 


In situations involving heavy seasonal use, such as vacation 
resort hotels, the above gallon figures may increase by as 
much as 100% if water saving devices are not used. 


The plants are odourless and virtually noiseless, and 
problems of foaming, freezing, and unsightly algae growth 
are nonexistent as the entire plant is normally buried below 
grade or covered. Interference by climatical conditions and 


sunlight intensity has therefore been eliminated. Plant 
maintenance is minimal, requiring only an occasional 
inspection through the manway of the aeration system and 
floatswitches, and of the electrical control panel. 


The by-products of the process are water, CO2, and a 
residue of inert materials such as coffee grounds, kitchen 
grindings, etc. Since these materials will accumulate over a 
period of time, removal by a septic tank hauler once every 
2-3 years, depending on usage, will be needed. In the "S" 
series and larger custom designs, special sludge handling 
facilities are required.

The technology is cost-effective 
and has been readily accepted by the public as an on-site 
alternative to incineration.

insurance companies and legal firms. 


The Technical Services Division distributes in North 
America a proprietary emissions and process control 
monitor, a chemical ionization mass spectrometer called the 
CIMS-500.

The results collected to date show that the 
EnviroMetal process could be a highly effective method of 
remediating groundwater containing chlorinated organic 
compounds. The process may be applied either in situ or 
above-ground. 


In situ permeable treatment walls containing the reactive 
iron media may be installed across a plume of groundwater 
containing organic contaminants. These compounds will 
degrade as they migrate slowly through the wall under 
naturally occurring groundwater flow conditions. By 
utilizing impermeable sheet piles or slurry walls, a large 
plume of contaminated groundwater may be directed 
through permeable treatment sections and remediated. This 
passive in situ treatment method involves relatively low 
operations and maintenance requirements. The technology 
may be applied in above-ground treatment systems to 
remove VOCs from pumped groundwater, but appears 
limited at this time to relatively low flow rates. Research is 
ongoing to increase the pumping rate of groundwater which 
can be treated by the technology. 


Current Activities: Over 25 treatability studies of the 
technology have been initiated in the past two years at 
private and government sites in the U.S., Canada and 
elsewhere. The initial in situ field trial at CFB Borden, 
Ontario has been operating successfully for over 3 years. A 
full-scale in situ treatment zone was installed at a facility in 
California in late 1994, and a pilot-scale in situ treatment 
zone at a site in New York in May 1995. Several other in 
situ and above-ground field installations are planned in the 
next 6-12 months.

It identifies the 
chemicals, assesses the toxicity of such chemicals and 
quantifies the risk to which people are exposed.

To meet its mandate, the Bureau of Chemical Hazards is 
organized into four Divisions: Environmental and 
Occupational Toxicology, Environmental Substances, 
Monitoring and Criteria, and Bioregional Health Effects. 


BCH staff are currently involved in five project areas: Air 
Quality, Water Quality, New Chemical Substances and 
Biotechnology Products, Environmental Contaminants, and 
Bioregional Health Effects (which includes the Great Lakes 
Basin, St. Lawrence River region, and the Arctic). The 
activities of the Bureau are mandated by the Canadian 
Environmental Protection Act (CEPA), the Canadian 
Environmental Assessment Act (CEAA), the Department of 
Health Act and Agreement such as the Great Lakes Water 
Quality Agreement, Canada-ON Agreement, and the 
Canada/US Clean Air Accord. 


The Monitoring & Criteria Division conducts research and 
modelling studies to estimate human exposure to chemical 
pollutants and microbiological agents found in the 
environment. It conducts research on the determination 
and estimation of dose and the subsequent related risk of 
exposure to toxic substances. The Division develops 
health-based guidelines for drinking water quality and air 
quality and is responsible for health-based environmental 
quality criteria. The Division is organized into four 
Sections: Organic Chemistry, Inorganic Chemistry, Criteria, 
Air and Waste. 


The Environmental and Occupational Toxicology Division 
conducts laboratory research and field studies to determine 
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the toxic effects of chemical pollutants found in the 
environment. Its work results in the identification of new 
hazards as well as additional data on the nature and degree 
of hazards associated with known toxicants. It conducts 
animal toxicity tests and epidemiological studies on human 
populations. The Division is organized into four Sections, 
each having lab facilities: Environmental Contaminants, 
Mutagenesis, Reproductive Toxicology, and Air Pollution. 


The Environmental Substances Division fulfils Health 
Canada’s mandated responsibilities under CEPA with 
respect to risk assessment and risk management of new and 
existing chemicals and biotechnology products.

This Institute has received funding 
from the Japanese, German and American governments to 
purchase research and teaching equipment and laboratories 
for environmental toxicology. i 


Chemistry Department, University of Toronto: 


Analytical Chemistry is concerned with providing 
qualitative and quantitative information about the chemical 
and structural composition of a sample of matter. A huge 
variety of samples, from high concentrations of elements in 
alloy steels to part-per-billion levels of drugs in biological 
tissue, are handled by the analyst. The field is founded on 
the conversion of a measured physical property of the 
species being examined to a usable signal. It is generally 
divided into two categories, classical and instrumental, on 
the basis of its historical development. The overall strategy 
is to prepare a sample correctly, choose a particular method 
of analysis, and report the results in a meaningful format, 
which may include a statistical evaluation. 


Analytical Chemistry is a small but flourishing 
sub-discipline in the Department averaging about 15-20 
graduate students per year. We have two full-time faculty 
(U. Krull and M. Thompson) who are formally appointed 
as professors of Analytical Chemistry and there are also 
another half dozen faculty members (including S$. Mabury) 
who specialize in analytical instrumentation and techniques 
who are available to supervise students in Analytical 
Chemistry. The list of possible areas of research is very 
broad and includes areas of spectroscopy, electrochemistry, 
atomic-level imaging, and sensors research. Incoming 
graduate students interview a number of faculty members 
who offer research that the student finds of interest, and 
then provide a ranked list of their preferences to the 
Graduate Chair. Appointment to a research group is made 
as quickly as possible, based on the preferences of the 
student and the availability of positions.

The General Assembly is 
integral to the organization as it allows for discussion of 
common concerns, gives direction to ICC, and strengthens 
the cultural bonds between all Inuit. Simultaneous to the 
General Assembly, an Elders’ Conference is held which 
invites elders from throughout the circumpolar north to 
take an active role in the development of key initiatives and 
to provide direction to ICC. As well, ICC actively 
encourages the participation of youth in the decision 
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making process through their participation on General 
Assembly delegations. 


ICC has extensive experience in Arctic environmental 

issues. Its activities include: 

e Bilateral and multilateral negotiations 

¢ Governmental policy analysis and policy formulation 
(to safeguard the Arctic environment) 

e Participation in United Nation bodies 


The ICC also conducts research into sustainable use of 
living resources and wise use of Arctic resources.
